It was pointed out that under the 
csBsoasod proporty valuation within 
the corporate limits a bond lssuo not 
to exceed $12,600 ootid be floated 
tirlil ch would equal the 65 percent 
sharo of the village In the Works 
Progrea administration plan. 
Not Enough for Labor/ 
This means that with the prices 
of real estate being held so high, too 
touch money would be expended for 
property which would defeat the gov- 
ernment's plan to use tho bulk of 
the money for labor and materials In 
pie project to put men back to work. 
Following a discussion of suitable 
sites, tho trustees outlined plans to 
approximate the cost of erecting a 
community hall without a park if the 
coat of real estate was to be out of 
the question. 

Opportunity Lostl 
Trustee B. O. Hawkins, a member 
of 'the Investigating committee' to get 
land prices, directed attention to the 
fact that .the villagers allowed all 
lake sites for bathing beaches to be 
tied up forever by not taking one 
when the opportunity presented Itself 
a Xew years 'ago. As a result iht peo- 
ple of Antloch do not have a spot for 
water sports In the midst of the 
Lakes region but must cater to lake 
front property owners when swim- 
ming Is desired. 

He declared that now Is the tfcne, 
U ever, for community improvement 
because the village cahnot afford to 
-"aUowriae presept Opportunity 4 of Fed- 
eral aid to slip by.. One answer to the 
problem,:he bell vea, may bofor-the 
village to purchase a site and resell 
pert of the land as lota cwhlch will 
leave auffldentf land for a park.

-This was announced this morning 
by County Treasurer Allen J. Nelson 
who pointed out that all county taxes 
become delinquent on September 1 on 
which day a penalty of 1 percent a 
month will be added to unpaid taxes. 
Immediately after September 1, the 
county treasurer's office starta prepar- 
ing the tax delinquent llsta to be pub- 
lished and later to be presented lo 
the county court before Judge Perry 
U Persons for judgment and for per- 
mission to hold a tax sale. 

Distribution of the tax funds col- 
lected by the treasurer's office since 
the last funds were turned over to 
the 185 taxing bodies In the county 
will be made shortly after the delin- 
quent day. About 52 percent of the 
taxes extended on the 1934 ' property 
valuations have already been dlstrlb- 
utd to the taxing bodies, including 
grade school boards, high 'school dis- 
tricts, sanitary districts, park dis- 
tricts, cities, villages, townships and 

county government 

The total tax extension made on 
the levies of the various taxing hol- 
ies In the county was $4,655,914.39. 
Of that amount $2,386,887.40 had been

New Illinois laws Involving old-age 
pensions have brought the biggest de- 
mand for birth certificates ever ex- 
perienced by the State department of 
Public Health, according to Dr. Frank 
J. Jlrka, director of the department. 
Thousands of people in the pension- 
able ago bracket are now faced with 
tho problem of proving their correct 
age, especially among women. 

"Birth registration was so general- 
ly neglected 65 years ago that many 
applicants for pensions And no offi- 
cial records of tholr blrthB," Dr. 
Jlrka points out. "In addition to its 
value In connection .with tho current 
pension plans, such a certificate Is Im- 
portant to obtaining insurance clalniB, 
passports into foreign countries, in- 
herited wealth, rights of cltlsenshlp 
• and numerous other privileges." 



While drilling a well between Wau- 
conda and Lake Zurich, Ted Hucker, 
driller for Runyard & Chose of Chan- 
nel Lake, discovered a fossilised fern 
Imbedded In rock. The specimen Is 
nearly perfect and shows the decom- 
position of plant life under pressure 
of the. earth. It was 4 removed from a 
depth of 240 feet, the driller ex- 
plained. Xccordlng to geological es- 
timates, the original fern was prob- 
ably crushed under 'the earth' among 
the rocks during one of the glacial 
periods when this section of Illinois 
was cov«red by the gigantic ice-Bheet.

In brief, those who believe that "share-the-wcalth" 
schemes will make us all rich, are vastly misled. At 
present, the share of the national income going to labor 
is extremely high — and it tends to increase. The 
share that goes to capital — in thc form of dividends and 
interest — is, on a percentage basis, extremely moderate, 
and is tending to decrease. Industry, as a mattcr of 
fact, is voluntarily "sharing thc wealth" in a sound 
way — through higher hourly wages, shorter working 
weeks, pension plans, and other benefits received by thc 
worker. 

Corporations and ndividuals of great wealth are 
much rarer than the politicians would have us believe — 
and depression has thinned their already small ranks. 
Further, the money invested in the average American 
corporation has been put there primarily by thousand* ' 
of ordinary people, many of whom work for the com- ■ 
pany, or patronize it. Under the American system, ! 
the worker gradually becomes a capitalist in his owrn 
right, through home and security ownership — and it 
is these Ittle capitalists, rather than the few men of '

Enactmont of ordinances by cities 
and villages In Illinois as a means of 
removing tho chaos caused by pas- 
sage of tho now stnto vehicle code 
was suggested today by It. II. Balloy, 
Chairman of tho Police Commltteo of 
tho Suburban Area and Country 
Towns association, In an open letter 
to tho Mayors of all Illinois munici- 
palities. Tho legislature, In passing 
tho now code, through the simple ex- 
pedient of making jail sentences, In 
addition to fines, possible for punish- 
ment, automatically dlvestod Justices 
of tho peaco and police magistrates of 
final Jurisdiction In cases filed under 
tho stato law for minor traffic viola- 
tions.

Ripe Grape Jelly 
^ 4 cups (2 lbs.) juico 
7% cups <3K lb».) sugar. 
% bottle fruit pectin 

To proparo Juice, stem .about 3 
pounds fulty rlpo grapes and crush 
thoroughly. Add % cup water, bring 
to a boll, cover, and simmer 10 mm- 
utea. Placo fruit In Jelly cloth or bag 
and squoexo out Juice. (Concord 
grapes give beat color and flavor. If 
Malagas or. other tlght-aklnned grapes 
are used, ubo 3V4 cups grape Juice, 
and add strained Jutco of 2 medium 
lemons.) 

Measure sugar and Juice Into largo 
aaucopon and mix. Bring to a boll 
over hottest flro and at once add bot- 
tled fruit pectin, atlrrlng constantly. 
Then' bring to a lull rolling boll and 
boll hard # minute. Remove from 
flro. aklm, pour quickly. *?«*---*- »<* 
Jelly at once. Make* about 11 glasses 
(6 fluid ounce a each). 
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You Ready? 

ARE you ready for tho oyster 
season? September Is tho 
month when these succulent bi- 
valves are once more eaten with 
avidity all along our coasts. Wo 
have hover met. a real oyster 
lover who ■ would . admit that ho 
had had enough oysters at any 
one sitting, and that is why we 
counsel an early start. 

But you notice that we said 
"all along our coasts." Long 
standing custom dictates that 
those living closo to tho oyster 
beds should retrain from eating 
them during the hot summer 
months, and the oyster farmers 
aro content with this arrange- 
ment both because It makes oy- 
sters an annual treat when the 
month with an R comes In, and 
because It Is In winter that 
oysters are at their best. 

Oysters Always Available 

The people further inland, how- 
over, have the Joke on their 
coastal cousins. They can go 
quietly on enjoying their oysters 
at any season of the year, oysters 
that have boon gathered in winter 
and safely ensconced in tin cans 
which keep them just as good as 
at the momont when they are put 
in. Take for instance, this 

Oyster Stew. Scald three cups 
milk In a double boiler. Heat tho 
oysters from a 5-ounco can to Just 
below boiling, and add to scalded 
milk. Bind with one tablespoon 
butter and' one tablespoon flour, 
rubbed togethor, season with one 
teaspoon salt and paprika, and 
last add one-fourth cup cream. 
Serve at once with oyster crack- 
ers. Serves four. 

In Croustades and Pies 

But oyster stew is not the only 
dish, by any means, that can be 



made with these delectablo oy- 
sters. Try, for Instance, these 

Oyster and Mushroom Orous- 
fades: Drain a 5-ounco can oysters 
and a 4-ounce can mushrooms. 
Make a sauce of two tablespoons 
butter, two tablespoons flour and 
tho combined liquors from the 
oysters and mushrooms. Season to 
taste, add one slightly-beaten egg 
mixed with one-half cup cream, 
pour over the oysters and mush- 
rooms and beat In a double, 
boiler. - Serve as an entree in very 
tiny croiiBtades or pour over tiny 
split baking powder >lscutts. 
Serves eight 

Chicken and Oyster Pie: Make 
a sauce of two tablespoons butter, 
two tablespoons flour, the oyster 
liquor from a B-ounco can and one 
and a fourth cups thin cream or 
top, milk. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Add the oysters, 
tho. contents of a 6-ounce ' can 
chicken and one-half cup cooked 
diced celery, and pour Into Indi- 
vidual ramekins. Cut rounds of 
toast large enough to cover tops, 
place' one on top of each, and. 
sprinkle with grated cheese. 
Place under broiler flame until 
cheese Is melted and bubbly. 
Serves four. 

In Maryland Style 

Maryland Is famous for Its sea 
food and for Its appreciation of 
delicate fish dishes concocted by 
its famous chefs. Here Is one of 
the ways In which they serve 
oysters thore. 

Oysters a la Maryland; Brown 
ono and a half tablespoons butter 
In a pan, add one and a half table- 
spoons flour, and brown again. 
Then add one and a half cups 
milk slowly, stirring until 
smooth. Add three teaspoons 
anchovy paste, one-half teaspoon 
salt* and a few grains paprika. 
Scald tho oysters from a B-ounco 
can. arrange on buttered toast, 
and add thin liquor to the sauce. 
Add ono slightly beaten egg yolk 
to the sauce, stir till hot and pour 
over the oysters. Makes four 
servings.*

FRENCH FEAR CURSE 
IN Til AN MADE GOLD 




New York's "slave markets" nre in 
tho Bronx. Every day colored women, 
old and young, line up at Westchester 
avenuo and Southern boulevard and at 
Prospect avenue and Hast One Hun- 
dred and Sixty-first street, to sell them- 
selves Into temporary bondage at so 
much an hour. Ragged, dow:i-at-the- 
heel, hungry, they await the appear- 
ance of possible purchasers of their 
services sometimes with chatter and 
laughter but more often with grim si- 
lence. There Is no assurance of em- 
ployment and the walk to and from 
Harlem Is long, especially when 'the 
stomach Is empty and the shoes so thin 
that feet all but touch the concrete. 
The ,4 slave market"— those who line 
up and wait supplied that name — Is tho 
last hope. If an employer doesn't come 
along, there will be more hunger and 
possibly evlctloB, since Harlem land- 
lords do not care to wait for their rent 

• •: • 

Those who make purchases at the 
"slave market" are housewives of the 
vicinity. Shrewd in bargaining, desir- 
ing to make every penny count, their 
offers are always low. Follows an auc- 
tion of sorts. But the one with work 
has all the advantage. Household 
tasks may await another day but 
hunger— and landlords— won't. In 
the end, * there Is capitulation since 
need makes It seem better to take 
from 12% to 15 cents an hour for hard 
and heavy work that In good times 
brought 50 cents an hour, than It Is to 
walk back to Harlem penniless. Also 
the employment is only temporary and 
there la always the hope — seldom real- 
ized but hard to kill— that there will 
be a change for the better. 

• • • 

One of the biggest reasons for the 
existence of the "slave markets" Is the 
fact that there are practically no Jobs 
for colored men. Jobs such as porters, - 
waiters, washroom attendants, messen- 
gers, etc., that once were filled only by 
colored men have been taken over by 
whites since the depression. Harlem 
mothers and wives, as well as single 
women, have always worked. But 
present conditions have placed an ad* 
dtlonal burden on them. So they line 
up and wait at the "slave markets." 



Speaking ef colored people, there 
was the little girl In the school out at 
Long Island who told her teacher her 
name was "Fee-mal-ee" Jones. Asked 
to spell the first name, she replied, 
"Female." It seems that when she 
was born, her pnrents were unable to 
decide on a name, so at the hospital 
the blank was filled In (Female) Jones. 
The parents taking that as official,' 
from then on called her, "Fee-mal-ee." 

• • ■ ♦ 

Related the foregoing to a friend 
l-whereupon he recalled o'somewhnt sim- 
ilar Instance which concerns a woman 
quite well known among the Seven Mil- 
lion. In connection with birth pro- 
ceedings, she had to obtain a birth cer- 
tificate. Trouble ensuing in looking It 
up, she explained that her parents had 
first decided to call her Olive. But be- 
cause she was so falr-complexloned, 
they hnd changed the name to Lillian, 
after Lillian Russell, the "air, fairy" 
of that day. And search disclosed the 
fact that she was merely listed as "Fe- 
male." • 

• • •

seems that bartenders, barbers, wait- 
ers, pullman car porters and others are 
generally called by any name that 
comes to the mind of the patron.

That Destroy Rodents 

Topeka, Kan.— -Non-poisonous snakes 
are a boon to farmers and worth mnny 
dollars each for the work they do In 
killing rats, weasels nr.d other rodent 
pests, according to D..P. Beaudry, di- 
rector of the Topeka Reptile Study 
club. 

Beaudry, In a plea that harmless 
snakes be spared, said that when a 
snake la seen near the farm buildings 
It usually Is trailing some rodent 

"If food Is source a snake occa- 
sionally may kill a small chicken." 
Beaudry said, "but a rat or weasel will 
kill more small chickens In an hour 
than a snake will <ln years. A snake 
more than earns an occasional chicken 
for the good work it does In killing 
pests,"

Will not these discoveries menn th» 
end of our civilisation? 

These are questions that French- 
men in all walks of life are asking 
themselves these days as the result of 
the announcement of Jan Dunlkowsky, 
Polish engineer and "modern alchem- 
ist," that he has achieved the two dl«- 
cVverles. He has alrendy proved to 
one expert his ability to make go*d 
cheaply, and he has demonstrated to 
Journnllsts the effectiveness of hts 
death ray, on a reduced scale. 

Everything In France ends In laugh- 
ter, but the French amusement at 
Dunlkowsky's- original experiments la 
beginning to be turned Into a feeling 
of annoyance. A • 

During those two years that Dunl- 
kowsky spent In a Paris prison for 
having falsely claimed that he could 
produce gold, the public laughed good 
naturedly at him and looked upon him 
as Just an eccentric During those 
two years Dunlkowsky was allowed 
to leave his coll and visit a city lab- 
oratory, where he worked to prove 
that he was not a swindler. 

Takes Refuge In Italy. 

After serving his time, Dunlkowsky 
took refuge with his family In a villa 
at Saint Remo, Italy, where he con- 
tinued his experiments. He wanted 
eventually to prove that he was not a 
fake and then have his conviction In 
the French courts reversed. 

Recently, Maltre Legrand, his attor- 
ney, announced that Dunlkowsky had 
achieved his goal. Monsieur Bonn, a 
chemist attached as expert to the 
French law courts, went down to St. 
Remo. He spent six hours In Dunlkow- 
sky's villa applying the Pole's method 
to auriferous earth. At the end of the 
experiment, Bonn Issued a statement 
declaring that In his opinion the tech- 
nique devised by Dunlkowsky did in 
fact extract a larger quantity of gold' 
.from the earth than would be pos- 
sible by methods now in use. 

Bonn said no fraud was possible. 
He made a careful examination of the * 
apparatus beforehand. The earth 
brought by Bonn was divided Into 
three lots. Dunlkowskys "Zeta" rays 
and then complicated chemical proc- 
esses were used oii the first lot off 
earth, as the result of which two 
small globules of gold emerged. 

The second lot produced no gold be- 
cause It was not submitted to the Zeta 
rays even though It underwent the 
-some complicated chemical- processes 
as the first lot The third lot was sub- 
mitted to the rays but to no further 
treatment This lot Is being sent to 
Paris for examination. 

Tells How Rays Work. 

Dunlkowsky explained the action 
of the Zeta rays as follows: 

"The bombardment of the gold by 
the rays causes It to mature from 1U 
'embryo form' In a quarter of an hour 
Instead of In the great number of cen- 
turies required for this transformation 
hitherto." 

Bonn says the Dunlkowskys have 
been living by their gold production for 
the last two years. 

Not content with his gold making, 
Dunlkowsky suddenly offered toFranci» 
the invention of the death ray in ex- 
change for his rehabilitation in a re- 
hearing of the trial which condemned 
him for fraud In connection with his 
Invention for extracting gold from 
auriferous earth. The same newspa- 
per men who had been crowding Into 
the villa to make gold now crowded 
bock In again to see another demon- 
stration. ' 

Dunlkowsky explained that air- 
planes could be brought, down with his 
death ray by using two streams off; 
rays and crossing them on the object 
aimed at, thus producing a short cir- 
cuit. He tried the trick on a toy air- 
plane and It burst Into flames.

AN easy way to clean spark plugs 
Is to spray them thoroughly 
with carbon tetrachloride. A few 
minutes after spraying, the carbon 
will be loosened and con. cosily be 
scraped off. Then blow the spark 
plugs out with compressed air. A 
hand fire extinguisher is useful for 
spraying the liquid, but any kind of 
spray gun can be used. Carbon 
tetrachloride is inexpensive and can 
be bought at most drug stores.

Leaks in the gasoline tank can bv 
stopped with shellac. Remove the 
tank, dry it out, then pour in shel- 
lac. Swish the shellnc over all the 
surfaces and into all the corners. 
Drain off the shellac and let tho 
tank dry before re-filling.

Green Peppers 

Tho small boy who sold ho liked 
"to stuff stuffed poppers" showod the 
bost of taste. Few better cUhIios can 
be brought to the table, and In the 
whole list Is none moro attractive 
when proporly proparcd and served. 
Both as a food and an nppetlsor, the 
pepper Is a valuable adjunct and 
should bo frequently used. 

Stuffed Green Peppers 
6 groen peppers 

1 cup rice 

2 tablespoons finely cut bacon 

1 tablespoon finely cut onion 

1 hard-cooked egg 

1 raw egg 

1 teaspoon salt 

14 teaspoon paprika 

Boll tho rlco as usual. Wash pep- 
pers, cut off stem ends, remove all 
scedB and whlto fiber and soak In 
cold water for 30 minutes. Remove 
and dry; fill with rlco prepared -as 
follows: 

Put tho bacon In frypan, add onion 
and fry until light brown; add 2 cups 
boiled rlco, and hnrd-cookod egg, 
chpoped flno, and heat through. Re- 
move from flro and add the well- 
boaton raw egg, salt and paprika; mix 

well. .; 

Fill Into peppers; dust top with 
breadcrumbs; place In deep pan; 
In hot oven 30 minutes. Or you can 
bako In Individual ramekins. 

Stewed Green Sweet Peppers 
Cut the peppers In half length- 
wise, then In quarters. Remove all 
seeds and white fiber; soak tho pop- 
pers In cold water half hour; drain 
' and put In saucepan. Cover with 
boiling water; add 1 teaspoon salt; 
fe. boll 30 minutes; pour into colander 
and drain. Set tho colander on plato 
and put In warm oven. Put In warm 
dish and pour over 1 tablespoon 
( melted butter and dust with pepper. 
This Is very good with hamburg 
steak or meat loaf, especially if rlco 
Is used with the meat. 

A Few Dont's for

Do you think you^ would 
ever mlstako the tomato In this 
combination for onions, green 
pepper, olives or an egg? 

Or take scallopedjtomatoes and 
pecans. Horo is tho way to pre- 
pare this dish. Mix contents of a 
No. 2 can tomatoes with three-' 
fourths teaspoon salt, one table- 
spoon sugar and a few grains 
pepper.

In any field of 
endeavor, not to be ar- 
rived at too, easily. But 
when you serve this 
cake to your family or to your dub 
you have something. It Is so light, 
and with the cherries, so extra good 
t t,«t you feel .you've graduated into 
the Eacred circle of cooks. And that 
Is a distinction of which to be 
proud. Be sure to. make it with 
cake flour and moat of your angel 
cake difficulties will disappear. 
Cherry Angel Food Cake 
1 cup sifted cako flour; 1 cup cgff- 
vMtes* ^ teaspoon salt; 1 teaspoon 
cream 'of tartar; Hi cups sifted 
K rauulatcd sugar; % teaspoon 
vanilla; y* teaspoon almond ex- 
tract; *.& cup maraschino cherries, 
finely chopped. 

Sift flour once, measure, and slit 
four more times. Beat egg whites 
and salt with flat wire whisk. When 
foamy, add cream of tartar and con- 
tlnue beating until eggs are stiff 
enough to hold up In peaks, but not 
dry Fold in sugar carefully, 2 
tnblcspoons at a time, until all Is 
used. Fold in flavoring. Then slit 
small amount of flour over mixture 
nnd fold In carefully; continue until 
all Is used. Pour about 1/3 of cauo 
batter into ungTeased angel food 
nan. Sprinkle Vx of cherries over 
, it, add another 1/3 of batter, then 
add remainder of cherries and rest 
of battor. Run knife through to 
bottom of pan to mix cherries 
evenly throughout; Bake in slow 
oven at least 1 hour.

Angel Food Cake 

VA cups egg whites 

1 teaspoon cream of tartar 

Vi teaspoon salt 

1% cups granulated sugar 

% teaspoon lemon extract 

1V& teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 cup cake flour. 

Beat egg whites with a flat whip. 
Add cream of tartar and salt when 
whites are frothy. Continue beating 
until a point of the egg whites will 
stand upright. Gradually beat in 1 
cup of. .sugar which has been sifted 
twice. Fold In flavoring. Sift tho 
flour once before (measuring. Fold In 
flour which has been" sifted three 
times with the remaining % cup of 
sugar. Pour into a dry ungreased 
angel food cake pan and bake one 
hour In a slow oven (325 deg. F.) In- 
vert pan until cake Is entirely cold 
before removing from pan. 



With Meats, Fish, Vegetables 
Wo know recipes for pineapple 
served with beef, chicken, ham, 
liver and bacon, meat loaf, pork 
chops, ' pork tenderloin, roast 
lamb, sausages and steak, and we 
would not bo astonished to see it 
make" Its appearanco with almost 
any other fowl or meat. 

As for fish, we have seen.lt 
served with bass, codfish, crab, 
lobster and shrimp, and we have 
no doubt that* accomplished 
housewives serve it with still 
other denizens of the deep. 

In tho vegetable field it com- 
bines well with parsnips, peas, 
. kidney beans, tomatoes and yams, 



and may have many other affilia- 
tions of which we have not heard. 
Fortunately, since It plays such 
a large part In' our dietary, thero 
is plenty of canned pineapple on 
hand, and plans are being made 
to provide us with still more of 
It. Did you know that one of the 
biggest packers In this country 
and Hawaii Is planning to spend 
approximately half a million dol- 
lars Improving and adding to Its 
pineapple canning division at 
Honolulu? 

A Famous Recipe 
It's hard to choose from among 
tho hundreds of pineapple recipes 
in existence one .which does this 
fruit Justice, but perhaps one of 
the most famous is this 

Pineapple Upside Down Cake: 
Fruit Mixture— Melt two table- 
spoons butter in large frying pan, 
and pack one cup brown sugar 
evenly over 1L Drain well the 
fruit from a No. 2 l A can crushed 
pineapple, and pack It on top of 
the sugar. Cake Mixture— Cream 
one-half cup butter and one cup 
sugar, and add two well-beaten 
egg yolks. Add three-fourths cup 
pineapple syrup alternately with 
the following sifted' dry ingre- 
dients — two cups flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder and one- 
fourth teaspoon salt. Add one 
teaspoon vanilla. Fold In two 
stiffly-beaten egg whites. Pour 
the batter over tho fruit mixture 
and bake In moderate oven. 375 
degrees, for from thirty to forty 
minutes. Turn out upside down 
and serve either hot or cold with 
i whipped cream on top. Serves 
I eight to ten.* 



TO make a tight-flttlnjr Job when 
renewing nuto-hoBe connections, 
get a length of hose in a size just a 
llttlo too small to be forced over the 
nipples of tho radiator tank and en- 
gine block. To swell tho ends of tho 
hose sufficiently to enable them to 
be slipped ovor the nipples, soak the 
ends in gasolino for about an hour.
